(HHW) Collection Program since 1988, servicing over 58,000 residents within Erie County; and

WHEREAS, Erie County’s two Solid Waste Management Boards (SWMBs), the Northwest
Solid Waste Management Board and the Northeast Southtowns Solid Waste Management Board,
have incurred HHW costs; and

WHEREAS, the New York State Department of Environmental Conservation (NYSDEC)
provides reimbursements to municipalities of up to fifty percent (50%) of the cost of HHW
Programs, which Erie County and both SWMBs are dependent on to help offset the HHW costs; and

WHEREAS, until this past year, the state assistance procedure was for Erie County and the
two SWMBs to apply separately for the 50% NYSDEC reimbursement, but now mandates that Erie
County file one application on behalf of the County and the two SWMBs.

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT

RESOLVED, that the filing of an application for state assistance for the HHW Program on
behalf of the County and the two SWMBS, in the form required by the NYSDEC, in conformity with
the applicable laws of the State of New York including all understanding and assurances contained

WHEREAS, Cornell Cooperative Extension is a formal collaboration between the National
Institute of Food and Agriculture at USDA, New York State, County Governments and the Citizens
of the State that has served to apply unbiased, research-based knowledge from Cornell, New York’s
Land Grant University, to the needs of New Yorkers and their communities for over 100 years; and

WHEREAS, local extension educators are key community partners in helping to implement
state initiatives including maximizing agriculture and local food systems, strengthening the
economy, promoting healthier eating habits and access to good nutrition, fighting poverty
particularly in rural areas, protecting water quality and stewardship of the New York’s natural
resources, building opportunity through STEM based youth education and leadership skills in 4-H,
promoting renewable energy options while protecting farmland resources, and partnering where
appropriate in Taste NY initiatives to promote tourism and local food and farm businesses; and
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WHEREAS, support from Federal, State and County sources is essential to the continued
success of locally-governed county cooperative extension associations; and

WHEREAS, state appropriations for county cooperative extension associations to match
county government appropriations as authorized by §224(8) of the County Law have remained
stagnant for seventeen years; and

WHEREAS, state funding is needed to ensure that the Cornell Cooperative Extension system
can equitably work for all New York residents through increased resources to support rural,
suburban, and urban community development needs.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT

RESOLVED, that the Erie County Legislature supports increasing the State appropriation for
Cornell Cooperative Extension associations to $8 million, such funds to be distributed directly to the
associations through Cornell University as agent for the state as provided by law; and, be it further

A RESOLUTION TO BE SUBMITTED BY LEGISLATORS
SAVAGE, BURKE, LOUGHRAN, MILLER-WILLIAMS & GRANT

WHEREAS, Leaders in Congress have recently proposed a massive federal tax “reform”
plan which would include eliminating the State and local property and sales tax (“SALT”)
deduction; a deduction which in 2015 was utilized by 125,000 Erie County residents and deducted
on average nearly $13,000 from their federal income tax returns; and

WHEREAS, since 1913, the SALT deduction has been utilized by households in all 50
states, with over 38 million individuals and families who earn less the $200,000 claiming the
deduction in 2015 alone. The deduction assists and makes possible local school funding, lowering
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middle-income taxes, law enforcement, and infrastructure and job development while
simultaneously increasing home ownership by offsetting the tax burden dealt to residents; and

WHEREAS, recently, a study conducted by PricewaterhouseCoopers (PwC) on behalf of the
National Association of Relators found that if the SALT deduction were to be removed, homeowners
earning between $50,000 and $200,000 would see an average tax increase of $815 while also
decreasing the value of the mortgage interest deduction resulting in a 10% decrease in housing
values; and

WHEREAS, the ability for individuals who itemize their taxes to utilize deductions is vital in
relieving them from unnecessary burden and protecting their well-being; moreover, while this
proposal clearly hurts middle-income working families, the legislation also provides huge tax breaks
for the highest earners in the nation; and

WHEREAS, removing the time-honored exemption for State and local taxes to afford the
ultra-wealthy tax breaks is simply bad public policy — especially at a time when corporate America
has, over the last eight years, enjoyed the largest profits in history; in order words, this shockingly
unfair proposal will sock it to middle class families in order to line the pockets of the super wealthy
who just do not need financial respite; and

WHEREAS, tax policy should be fair and equitable, and taxes should be spread evenly and
without prejudice or favoritism, yet with consideration for economic realities and in favor of relief
for those who need it the most, and unfortunately this new federal proposal does not meet that
standard; and

WHEREAS, upon review of the detrimental effects to both personal finances and home
ownership, it is out of necessity that this Honorable Body join together to advocate on behalf of the
millions of individuals who take advantage of the SALT deduction each year to protect the hard
working residents of Erie County and the rest of the country.
